■ August 4 - King Henry I (a member from the House of 
Capet) dies after a 29-year reign in Vitry-a ux-Loges . He is 
succeeded by his 8-year-old son Philip I (the Amorous) 
as king of France. Philip is too young to rule, and his 
mother, Queen Anne of Kiev becomes regent. France is 
administered by Count Baldwin V (one of Philip's uncles) 
who acts as co-regent.Wi^Pl 

■ Summer - Norman forces under Duke Robert Guiscard 
invade Apulia, and capture the cities of Taranto and 
Brindisi (under control of the Byzantine Empire). Guiscard 
prepares a Sicilian expedition against the Saracens and 
returns to Calabria (Southern Italy), where his brother 
Roge r Boss o waits with sie ge engines 

■ December 6 - Bela I (the Champion) is crowned king of 
Hungary after his nephew, Solomon is deprived of the 
crown. He is supported by Duke Boleslaw II (the 
Generous) - who helps him (with Polish troops) to obtain 
the Hungarian throne.IT 7 !!
